The only sanction 
that Sunday has is a 
religious sanction. 
And the chief bene- 
ficiary of that day is 
the plain man, who 
labors for his bread, 
whose theoretical 
•rights are many but 
whose actual rights 
are few — he has the 
right to 52 days 
year, more than seven 
weeks of time, 
himself. Sunday 
here. None of us 
voted it here. Millions 
have tried in their ig- 
norance to drive it 
away. It is here and 
its blessing falls upon 
every son of toil. 

Sunday is distinc- 
tively a day of Chris- 
tian observance. 
Granting the previous 
existence of the Jew-

FISHING! WhO la there that does not know something about it? The 
yoiyigost lad during his holidays has his fish and line, while tho old 
fisherman has bJs net, trap or troll. But to be ?. a»ecesHf«i m.w thero 
are certain conditions We must observe. Tho Saviour told His disclpleg 110 
would make them Ushers of men. (Mark 1:17). 

Tho law Oi our land provide* tuftt at certain soasons we may engage 
in this sport, hook fresh trout, put the long nets through a hole in the ice. 
and use the spear or take the hig maskinonge on the troll. Thero are sea- 
sons, Fall and Winter, when 
soul-saving appears to be singu- 
larly successful. At certain 
times it scent* ea.sier io get the 
crowds together and catch ihe 
ones and twos, sometimes 
shoals, as we have seen during 
tbe WIN ON 13 Campaign. 

We have beard the term "Use 
a sprat to catch a mackerel," 
or, "Use a little fish to catch a 
hig one." Often a child Is the 
means of bringing an older per- 
son. A backslidden parent told 
me that the words of her little 
girl had more effect limn the 
sermons she heard. Bait on 
the hook attracts I lie fish. Paul 
wrote to the Corinthians, say- 
ing: "Deing crafty, I c-aughi you 
with guile." The music, tho 
Singing, the testimony, tho 
marching, tho wearing of tho 
uniform, the carrying of tho 
message through 'The War Try,' 
are they not all me;ms of 
catching the sinner by ^ailo? 
He is attracted, houkeil, and 
drawn in! 

We have proved that there 
are certain spots under the old 
rock, or down a certain deep 
hole, where we get the host 
fishing. So we Salvationists have 
made our best captures at the 
crowded street-corners, in Lhe 
parks, or wherever great 
esawds have assembled. 

In dark times there often are 
greater opportunities of making 
a good catch. Personally I have 
had my greatest success tislilng 
early in the morning. an<i some- 
times in the evening when it 
has been raining. In a Meeting, 
how important -it is to get a 
good start. Early on [lie job, 
and down to business at once, 
is good pc'.icy. Many a Prayer 
Meeting has been wil limit 're- 
sults because ot a late start. A 
lot of fishing has been 'lone 
when the fish have left the 
edge of the pond, having been 
frightened a we./. 

The greatest effect is always 
produced when we ourselves 
keep hidden. Wft should not 
let tho fish see us, for they are 
easily frightened away. We 
would do well to keep behind 
in the shadow of the Cross. The 
Pierced One is more attractive 
when shown to view!

t XTeNT: This Period requires but three chapters of the Word— 
jf« Genesis 9:1 to Genesis 1t:32, and extends from Noah's leaving the 
^""^ Ark to the call of Abram. According to Usaher, about four hun- 
dred years elapsed between these two events. 

PRINCIPAL CHARACTERS; Ham, Shem and Japheth, the sons 
of Noah, from whom sprang the nations of the world. 

Nimrod, the mighty hunter, the first monarch, and probahly a 
hunter of men (a. tyrant). The Tower of Babel was in his kingdom, snd 
was probably built at his Instigation. 

Abram (afterwards Abraham). "God's chosen man." 

PRINCIPAL EVENTS: The Tower of Babel built In Shinar, prob- 
ably on the site of the later city of Babylon. 

Language Confounded by God as a result of the building of the 
Tower. 

Man Distributed Over the Earth as a result of the. confounding of 
language. 

The Call of Abram. This was the most important event of the 
Period. God chose the man and called him out from his country and 
kindred to be separate unto Himself and set apart for his life work. 

rdOTE: Let us not forget that the Bible is not a history ot the world nor 
of mankind, but a revelation of Cod's plan for man's Salvation. In accordance 
with this Idea the story from this point narrows down to a history o( this 
"chosen man" and his descendants, other peoples only being mentioned as they 
come In contact with this "chosen people" and are connected with the working 
of the plan ol God. 

3RD PERIOD— "THE CHOSEN FAMILY" 

At the end of the last Period God had a man, separated from home 
and kindred, and with him had made a covenant of blessing to "all the 
families of the earth."

Joseph's Brethren, the Patriarchs, founders of the twelve tribes of 
Israel. 

PRINCIPAL EVENTS: The Offering of Isaac. A type of Christ and 
a proof of Abraham's faithfulness. 

The Growth of the Family. Seventy souls went down into Egypt. 

Joseph Sold Into Egypt, where he prepared the way for the Family. 

Jacob's Removal to Egypt, where he died and the Family flourished.

FOLLOWING upon Commissioner Lamb's recent, rwnrn from Canada, the 
General announces a new departure in his emigration policy, and a now 
departure o£ Car-reach im; importance 

For many years past The Army lias possessed unique machinery, not- 
only for safely conveying individuals ;'iul families iroin this country lo our 
traus-Atlantic Dominion, but also establishing Ihcni (hero and standing by 
as adviser and friend in their early years of sotllemoni. 

The new departure belongs to thai vital mailer of afrer-carc and mainly 
concerns flic British lads who, on concluding a speciai course of practical 
agricultural training under Army auspices, go to seek the smiling fortunes 
that Canada offers to th'e industrious. 

Tho new departure- does not supplant any feature in llip existing mach- 
inery of helpfulness and of the lncaliKed helping hand— a machinery where- 
by special migration Officers work through I ho rtct-wnrk of Corps spread 
across Canada. On. the contrary, the new departure is supplementary anil 
"OlisiEt:'. ta the setting up of new machinery, ni" which the. purpose, character. 
and scope arc revealed in the following statement by Commissioner Lamb. 

To Select, Train and Settle 1,000 Boys This Year 

"During nil absence of one calendar ninn'h." ho said. "I have travelled 
11.000 miles and concluded agreements with, tin' Federal Government, besides 
making arrangements wilh live of the Provincial Governments, under which 
(hey will Co-operate in our schemes fni- settling lads in various parls of the 
Dominion. Dut first let me mention that of the :!»D we sent out last sumnrer. 
we have brought back only live. The others are at work on farms, none, hav- 
ing drifted into towns. There is a great demand for our young migrants, 
even in districts which la.sl year were a little shy or asking help from us. 
Now that the people, have seen some of our lads, they arc calling eagerly for 
more. Before the C-oncral left, he agreed to certain proposals whereby we 
shall, during the coming season, select, train, and scuta in C';.u-.)dn at least 
1,000 boys of fr-pin fifteen to seventeen. This will involve The Army in an 
expenditure, of ¥fi0,(l!»i over and above giants made by (he llrilish ami Cana- 
dian fiovornnionls; and lei me at once indicate an iinporliiiil. innovation dial, 
will nbsorb p;;rt of thai. $,10, 000 

"We propose lo establish centres- in /ones within which we shall con- 
centrate our young set Hers, so thai each one will live within easy access of 
experienced and responsible Army Officers, who will b.- (here to befriend 
and assist him, spiiilually as well as leinuoinlly and morally. Already (he 
cables are at work, cev>,,in properties having already been provisionally 
secured for this purpose in various parls of the Dominion. The cnnlres 
under 'consideration are at Woodstock for Wesli-rn Ontario. Smith's Falls 
for Easlern Ontario. Moiiclon for the Maritime Provinces, and Brandon for 
(he Prairie. Provinces; Ibe large cities being purposely avoided, i Fuch 
centre will be in charge of a married Officer, the wife being, of course, a 
motherly soul. This Officer, with his helpers, will inspect the farms whither 
it. is proposed to send hoys. The centre will he. not nil inslitntion, but. a 
home, with spare beds for emergencies. Having received a good grounding 
at Bow Road, London, and TTadleigli. Ibe hciyu -will be ready If. r»o dii'eci lo 
their farms. Dut there, will be some misfits, and (he centre will accomino- 
dale boys for whom new employers are being found. II will also he available 
ror boys too ill for farm treatment, vet. nol ill enough for removal to a 
hospital. 

"Sometimes, as is natural, a discouraged *ir homesick boy will want 
nursing round tho corner. All of this is Ibe outcome of experience: for 
at Montreal I met The Army Migration Officers who are al work from Hali- 
fax lo Vancouver, snd v:« talked these matters o\:^r. Practical poinls were 
brought forward — fc.r instance, the case of the hoy who, because of the 
iie.-.lthy climate and life, abruptly grows oul of liis out lit hefrn ■ his earnings 
are finite equal to purchasing clothes of a greater client r,i- arm measurement. 
Our centre will ho there to relit him. The Officer or the nearest Corps and 
the Government agents will continue to lie available to help (he young sefiler, 
buyout's is the rcsnonsibility, and the General has laid il down" us a princi- 
ple that, notwithstanding any co-operation or supervision by I hose others, 
we have to make the arrangements and we have (o stand by Hie hoy." 

"Von mentioned 555(1,000 as the Department's cost Ibis end of trans- 
planting a. thousand lads, and $110 per head is certainly a low enough pay- 
ment to onBiire a prosperous Imperial career, Dut is the V><> wholly irre- 
coverable?" . 1 

During the First Two Years of Settlement 

"By no means." replied tho Commissioner. "Just how much will eomo 
back i cannot quite say. but il will be substantially more than ?ifi. During 
the first two years of his settlement lbs boy makes small repayments out 
of his wages. These repayments are calculated on scales (for wages vary 
as between Ibe Maritime Provinces, Ontario, the Prairie Provmees, tind 
British Columbia), (hat leave the lnd ample for- clothes and pneV-I-mnnoy. 
And as those repayments are strictly limited io Ibe first two years. 'l think 
it will be admitted that, by these Army arrangements, the British lad receives 
his preliminary training, his oulJU, iiis iraisspori. mid his al'lcr-raro on ver» 
fdvorahle terms," „ 

"To sum up, then, friends of The Army who subscribe s-iu.mio will do 
more than benefit one thousand lads and put them in ;> position to assist in 
building up and strengthening the British Empire?" 

"Yes; over $25,000 wiii return to enable another batch of more than 50(1 
lade to bo transplanted. Later a third contingent of over 250 will be benefited 
liy the same money; and so on,"

"The breath of the Almighty hath given me life." — Job 33:4. 



HAT a "wonder being" man really is. How wonderfully 
God has made us. When we think of nil the different or- 
gans of the body acting independently, and yet, depending 
on each oilier lo perform their separate functions, thus securing for 
their ownei perfect health, we are lost in admiration for His great 
creative genius. 

Now the words of our text bring us to the consideration of a 
very vital and yeL almost unconscious function of the body, that 
of breathing. 

It would be a. very proper 
question for us to ask — why do 
we breathe? 

One of the nreatest scientists 
|Of his day, Michael Faraday, tells 
us that our kings are divided inio 
two sets of cells, one set contain- 
ing the blood, which is kept in 
circulation by the action of the 
heart: the other set being filled 
ivith air. which we inhale and ex- 
hale with every respiration. These 
cells are separated by the thin- 
neat of membrane, and by this 
means the blood is brought into 
vital contact with the air. The 
blood contains a large proportion 
of carbon while the air we breathe 
contains a large proportion of 
oxygen. If we bring these two 
properties together it will cause 
fire. 

Why do we breathe? Here is 
the answer — lo keep our bodies 
warm The oxyjjen in the breath 
and the carbon in the body cause 
a t;!ow of heat lo radfate from 
nur lungs, which is carried by the. 
reinvtgorated blood lo all our 
tissues 

The exhaled breath is car- 
bonic acid pis and is tu our sys- 
tem what the exhuiisl is lo the 
motor. The expulsion of poison 
!:• vital to life. 

With these facts of life in our 
minds, let us return to our text 
and see what Job means when 
he says- "The breath of the Al- 
mighty hath given me Life." 

In the be^innint?, when God 
created the earth. He preparerl a 
home for His ^rent masterpiece 
— 7-Man. We have only to read 
the early chapters of Genesis to 

find how skilfully God planned for our comfort and happiness. 
Light, heat, wsiter, verdure, fish life, bird life, animal life — all be- 
speak His love and tender solicitude. Then we read. "He made 
man In his own irrmere" and "God breathed into man the breath oF 
life, and man became a living soul." _ ^ 

Here we i*et the first notice of that vital touch of God. 
God breathfid into Man, and the union of the breath of God 
With man caused him to become a living soul. The glow of life which 



resulted from that union was what made man different from all the 
other creatures God had made. The breath of the Almighty had 
given him life, new life, spiritual life — he was born of God. 

We are again brought into touch with the same thought in 
Ezekiel's vision of the valley of dry bones. After Ezekie] had pro- 
phesied to the bones in the valley they came together — sinews and 
flesh crept upon them. They were, however, still lifeless. Then 
Ezekiel was asked to call upon the. four winds of God to breathe 
upon them. The result is given 
in the ne^t verse, when we are 
told that "they rose up an ex- 
ceeding great army." There is 
a note of triumph sounded here 
that we cannot help but notice. 

On entering the New Testa- 
ment field we come across sever- 
al treasures of thought which help 
us to underatand God's operation 
upon human life in an even fuller 
measure. Jesus, speaking to Nico- 
demus, likens the new birth to 
the wind or breath, and later we 
get a wonderful statement in the 
same Gospel, where He appears 
. unto His disciples after the Resur- 
rection and breathes on them 
saying. "Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost." 

Again we have only ■ to read 
of the Pentecostal outpouring and 
we find that the Holy Spirit came 
upon the assembled ones in that 
upper chamber like as a rushing 
mighty wind and caused tongues 
of fire. God's breath had given 
them life, and in the glow of the 
Spirit's infilling whjch followed, 
thousands were swept into the 
Church of Christ. 

We have tried to show God's 
part in the revitalizing of the hu- 
man life. It now remains for us 
to see what we have to do to 
secure this union. 

The blood secures its carbon 
from the food we eat. We must, 
therefore, be careful of the spir- 
itual food we devour and of the 
fountains where we drink. Let 
us "inwardly digest" the Word of 
God and be ever hungry for 
more. Then again we must keep 
the blood stream pure. 

Doctors tell us that impure 
thoughts cause poison to enter the blood stream. If this is so in the 
physical life, how much more so in the spiritual life. 

David's prayer: "Create in me a clean heart," should be con- 
stantly on our lips. 

We must also preserve the right attitude. 

All parts of our spiritual life must be functioning in perfect order 
if we are to get the fullest benefit of the breath of God in our lives. 
Reader, art thou iii health?
